Applicants note that the specification 
provides ample and detailed direction as to how to practice the claimed embodiments OVands 
factor #6), and provides literally himdreds of working examples (Wands factor #7). Furthemiore, 
Applicants assert that the quantity of experimentation fWands factor #8) needed to practice the 
invention (in light of the aforementioned guidance/direction provided by the specification) is very 
reasonable and certainly not **unduly extensive." In re Wands, 858 F.2d 731, 737 (Fed. Cir. 
1988).
